Alpine Crash 
Probes Has 
Started 


CUNEO, Italy (AP)—The state 


attorney in Cuneo opened a formal 
inquiry today to determine if sab- 
otage caused the Alpine crash of 
King Saud's jet en route from 
Geneva to Nice. 


A spokesman said one object of 


the inquiry was to check a report 
that there might have been a 
bomb aboard the plane, which 
crashed off course in fog and 
clouds early Wednesday. All 18 
persons aboard were killed. They 
included nine members of the 
Saudi Arabian king's household 
and four American crewmen. 


The bomb report was published 


in an Italian paper, which quoted 
a Radio Mecca broadcast of a 
message purportedly sent by the 
king from Nice. 


In Nice, however, the king's 


chief of protocol denied that Sauc 
had made such a charge. 


The plane had taken Sand and

Russia Seems 
to Be Stuck 
With Cuba 


By JAMES MARLOW 


Associated Press News Analyst 
WASHINGTON (AP> - So far 


the Russians are ahead on Cuba,' 
now their satellite in this hemis- 
phere. But they look stuck with 
it, even if they wanted out. 


The United States seems baffled 


on how to rid the island of them, 
Fidel Castro and communism in 
general. Even excited congres- 
sional cries to do something, like 
a blockade, have melted away. 


President Kennedy, pointing out 


a blockade might mean war with 
Russia, has promised to tighten 
antisubversion rings around Cuba. 
What that means isn't clear. 


Neither he nor the six Central 


American 
presidents 
who met 


with him this week in Costa Rica 
suggested direct action. But it's 
hard to see what else will work 
so long as Russia keeps Castro 
afloat with supplies and protec- 
tion. 


The State Department 
meant 


while, strongly opposed hit-and- 
run raids on the island by Cuban 
refugees. Two refugee groups re- 
portedly raided over the weekend 
and killed or wounded some Rus- 
sians. 


The mess will get worse if the 


forays continue and the Russians 
pursue the raiders with ships and 
planes. At the same time, without 
such tangible evidence of support, 
anti-Castroites in Cuba may give 
up. 


The presence of 15,000 or so 


Russian troops in Cuba is frus- 
trating in more ways than one 
this country's historic policy of 
keeping foreign powers out of the 
hemisphere: 


1. So long as Castro isboss and 


wants them, this country can't

2. Since U.S.' officials have said 


the Russian troops are not a di-

3. Direct action, since Russian 


troops would be involved or en- 
dangered, would head straight for 
war with Russia. 


4. Too much pious American 


outrage at the Russians' presence 
would be unconvincing. American 
troops are involved in fighting 
Communists in Viet Nam. 


So, while Premier Khrushchev 


was embarrassed when Kennedy 
forced him to remove his Cuban 
missiles, 
he has 
embarrassed 


Kennedy with his troops. 


Since neither Kennedy nor any- 


one else has suggested a quick 
solution, the American embarrass- 
ment should go on indefinitely. 


It's additionally galling to now 


the Russian troops are life insur- 
ance for Castro in case the Cuban 
people wanted to throw him out. 


There's another side to the 


coin: 


Castro, since he must depend 


on Russian economic and military 
protection for survival, has to be 
subservient to Russian wishes. 


This makes him a puppet. Pup- 


pets can be discarded. The Rus- 
sians, no dopes, must have sev- 
eral other 
Cuban Communists 


ready to replace Castro if 
he 


balks. 


At the same time Cuba, under 


the Russian wing, is now a train- 
ing ground for Communists from 
other Latin-American countries. 


Once they graduate they can re- 


turn 
home 
to 
display 
their 


scholarship, with guns, money, 
propaganda and political and mil- 
itary organization. 


Keeping them from returning 


home seems to be the antisubver- 
sion ring Kennedy is talking of 
tightening. 


If by this time the Russians are 


wishing they weren't so deeply in. 
volved in a place so far from Rus- 
sia as Cuba, there seems little 
they can do. •

seven presidents did at Costa Rica 
was so obvious it had been pre- 
dicted.

Not Always 
Yours to Sell

is not necessarily his lo sell. 


This proposition is being tested 


anew in a conflict involving a tire

The outcome could have broad 


implications 
for 
industry 
and 


workers. 


At issue is the principle, rooted 


in English common law, that trade 
secrets a man learns on the job 
belong to whoever was paying him 
at the time. 


Knowledge of ingredients and of 


ways of putting things together or 
working materials is not the prop- 
erty of the discoverer but belong 
to his employer, this principle has 
held. 
. • 


The new legal action tries to 


find out exactly how this operates. 


The tire company, B. F. Good- 


rich, is seeking to prevent a form- 
er employe. Donald Wohlgemuth. 
30, from working in a certain op- 
eration 
of 
International 
Latex 


Corp., the firm that makes Play- 
tex products. 


Goodrich says it fears the loss 


of confidential information about 
space suits, the field in which 
Wohlgemuth had worked for Good- 
rich. 


Goodrich said it is pressing the 


case "in view of the importance 
to American industry of the legal 
question involved." 


The problem has mushroomed 


in recent years. Some $15 billion 
a year is spent on research. Pro- 
ducts and processes depend upon 
complex and intricate information.

As a result, an increasing num-

The Goodrich case attracts inter-

This emphasis on restricting be- 


fore there has been any actual 
disclosure makes the case some- 
thing of a bellwether,, some legal 
experts think.

Suspended between the four aluminum tubing 
truss legs is a 4,200-pound-thrust turbojet which lifts the 
vehicle to the altitude where the practice landing can start 
The jet engine is throttled to provide lift just equal to five- 
sixths of earth's gravity. The remaining one-sixth—equal 
to the gravity on the moon—is counteracted by two hydro- 
gen peroxide rockets. In the actual moon ship, only these 
rockets would be necessary for a landing or take-off.
